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PEEFACE TO THE FIEST EDITION. 

ThI3 work is fasliioneil upon two different bints, derived, the one* from the late L. H. Francoeiir, thf otherf from 
the well-known Jaines Ferguson. Prancceur was the first I know of who tma^ned the very simple and effective plan of uniting 
the tbiily-five almanacs, and indicating the proper one for each year by an index. And Ferguson is the first who dared to 
think that an almanac-maker (to wbieli I add, an historian) might, by a triffing calculation, find new and full moons 
accnnitely enough, if he were provided with an abridgement of the mass of tables by which the astronomer calculates 
the moon's place. IJut though I thus acknowledge, as I am bound to do, that this work is suggested by the writers 
above named, yrt I must also state that I am neither translator nor editor of either; insomuch that I know of un way of 
introducing their names into the title-page, except the one which I have adopted. The whole work has been reconstructed 
from higher authorities, on the plan of the writers to whose suggestions I am indebted. 

I have added what may appear a very superfluous cstent of means for verifying the accuracy of the indexes : and perhaps

I do not» of course, pretend to supersede the common almanac, which abounds in matter beyond prediction. But I hope 
to be of some use to the constructors of the almanacs, in a few detaili in which they are not always accurate, and in which 
I have onty been saved from error by mdting all almanacs at once, and by the inquiries which were, thereby rendered 
necessary. • , . 

My main object is, in matters purely chronologicali to'supi^y the place of (he old almanac, which is never at hand when 
wanted, — of the older almanac, which never was at handi — of the future almanai^ whidli is not yet at hand,* — and of the 
umvanal abnanae in every shape.

The correction of this supposition !■* then 
made for January aud February, on which months only is any effect 
produced. 

Oil the St'/lcs. — For general history, use the old style for any 
year before 1582. and in i;82 up to October 4 inclusive; but from 
October 15, inclusive, of tW year, and for all following years, use 
the new style. And remember that October 5. 6. 7, 8. 9, 10, tt, 
12, t3. i4,of that year never existed in the new Calendar. But the 
weekdays ran on: thus October 4 was Thursday, October 15 was 
tho following Friday. 

In English history use the old style for any year before 1 752, 
and in 1752 up to September 2 inclusive; but from September 14, 
iticlusive, of that year, and for all following years, use the new style. 
And remember that September 3. 4, ;■ ^' 7< 8, 9, 10. 11, 12, 13, of 
that year never existed in the English Calendar. September 2 was 
Weilnesday and September 14 was the following Thursday.

entered iu (he series of almanacs are those in the calendar of tbe 
English Church.

The selection was made, in the first 
instance (with tlie view of procuring the saints most current in 
the almanacs of the middle ages), by taking all the names which 
I could find in the almanacs printed in the fifteenth century, or in 
the abbreviated verses which tlie boys of a yet earlier poriml were 
made to learn by heart. (See my ortjcle On tlif Karlmt Printed 
Almatiact in the Compamon to the Almanac fur 1846.) To these 
are added tho names in tlio English calendar. The few hlanks 
then left were filled up as I judged beat from the Martyrology of 
the lioman Churcli.

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begim in the next Chrwtian year. But sometimes a wliole Ilegiml 
year is contaiued wi'.'jin a Christian year (beginsiiig in January and 
ending in December), so that two successive Uegiiul years begin in 
Dne and llie same Ciiristiau year. Td sUtte nlicu this hiippens will 
ciiatile tliH reader, su fur us year-dates are concerned, lu convert 
Malioinelah diilea into Cbrislian, nud the converse.
